I 
T HAS boon lonp since we have had the privi- 
lege of printing a piece of news so welcome 


nnd >o important to La Crosse as the announce- 
ment that the railroad commission has ordered 
the union station here. 
A modern union sta- 


tion to replace the six ramshackle depots, which 
r.n\v give the city a black eye on the first impres- 
sion of every newcomer, is the first necessity of 
1he procress of La Crosse toward modern city- 
hood. The order of the commission, vindicating 
f.ll that the citizens have contended as to the 
need of the improvement, is a long step ahead. 
The city as a whole is to be congratulated, and 
particularly the membership of the long array 
,,f civic organizations which have fought stout- 
ly and determinedly for this outcome, despite 
ihe many discouragements and delays of the 
rive-year contest. 
The fight is not yet won, 


perhaps. It will not be until work is actually 
commenced. But we have accomplished what 
the strategists used to refer to during the war 
?.? a "break-through," and the remaining phase 
of the victory is but to "consolidate the terri- 
tory covered by the advance." 
One feels sure 


that the same solidarity and loyal co-operation 
which has brought us this far will achieve the 
lesser task. So the men and women who have 
had faith in La Crosse despite the rough going 
in the union station campaign may 
draw a 


breath of satisfaction at the 
moment. 
They 


have enormously improved the 
prospect 
of 


growth and development of the town by their 
loyalty and determination, and they may well 
take pride in the work. It is our best example 
to date of the value of earnest and unselfish 
co-operation for the good of the community and 
its success is a powerful argument for continu- 
ance of that spirit and effort. 


Pass the Junior College Bill 


A 


CTION* of the board of Normal Regents in 


withdrawing the college courses now offer- 


ed in the state normal schools after next year 
is in line with a good deal of discussion that has 
been going on in educational circles concerning 
the training of teachers. 
It has been widely 


felt that the primary purpose of the normal 
was the preparation of young men and women 
in the theory and practise of teaching, and that 
the diversion of members of the faculty to gen- 
eral college instruction, and the presence of 
two groups in the schools following different 
aims, tended to weaken the efficiency of the 
schools in their main objective. It is rather a 
question for experts, in which lay opinion is not 
necessarily sound. The board of regents has 
plainly expressed its attitude by its decision, 
and one feels that its stand was not taken with- 
out ample investigation. 


Nevertheless the decision withdraws from 


the average family in Wisconsin a privilege 
which has meant much in the past few years, 
nowhere more than in La Crosse. 
For it 'has 


permitted those whose means could not send 
their children to the state or other universities 
to obtain for them, at a minimum cost, two 
years of higher education. It placed no greater 
burden upon the family budget than the ordi- 
nary cost of grade and high school attendance 
for two of the four years of college work, and 
proved a tremendous advantage to those of mo- 
derate means who have had to work their way 
through college by reducing the time neces- 
sarily spent away from home resources. 
In 


Practice it has meant in La Crosse that scores 
have received college education who would cer- 
tainly have had to forego its advantages had 
there been no such arrangement, and that thou- 
sands of dollars have been saved to ambitious 
young people to whom the saving was import- 
ant. 
One would hardly exaggerate to say that 


the Normal school college course has raised the 
intellectual level of La Crosse perceptibly. 


•So 
\v(: cannot but 
regret the 
action 


of the Normal regents unless some substi- 
tute for the Normal college course is offered. 
Without something to take its place, from the 
general standpoint of this and other communi- 
ties it i.s a step backward, despite the increased 
efficiency of teacher training which it will un- 
doubtedly tend to effect. 
The substitute, in- 


deed, was authorized by the last legislature, in 


a bill permitting high schools to establish jun- 
ior college courses. Had that.bill become law, 
there could be no objection to the abolition of 
the Normal college courses, as obviously for the 
best interest of teacher-training. But unfor- 
tunately the bill did not become law. It was 
vetoed by Governor Elaine near the close of the 
session, and disappeared. 


That bill must now be revived. The college 


course will continue in the Normal schools for 
the next year, under the action of the board of 
regents. Between now and then there must be 
some provision made to continue the service 
which the Normals have been giving after they 
withdraw to their own field. It should be an 
issue, we believe, in the state campaign now on, 
and every man and woman in the state should 
ascertain, before deciding his vote on legislative 
candidates, what their attitude will be on the 
junior college course bill. For there is nothing 
more important to the people of Wisconsin than 
the widest possible dissemination of education. 
There is nothing more vital than the opportun- 
ity to every man's children of getting the best 
possible equipment for grappling with 
life. 


Education of college grade becomes every year 
more important to success, as the world grows 
more complex. The end of the Normal col- 
lege courses, unless the junior college bill be- 
comes law, shuts the door of opportunity in 
the faces of thousands of worthy and ambitious 
children of the poor and moderately well-off. 
That door must be kept open.
